The national quota is $85,000,000.00, more than the 
last few years, but only 85% of the quota of 1946 
when we thought the; war was over. The quota for 
Upland Chapter is $9,811.00, which includes Alta 
Loma, Camp Baldy, Cucamonga, Etiwanda, and Up- 
land. 


DOES ALL WE COLLECT STAY HERE? 


The Upland Chapter retains 61.25% of all the money 
raised or $6,000.00 for the local program, while 38.8% 
is forwarded to the National Organization for the pro- 
grams carried out on a national level, such as Ser- 
vices' to the Armed Forces, Disaster Relief, and the 
National Blood Program. 


HOW MUCH OF OUR MONEY GOES DIRECTLY TO THE 
NEEDY? 


The Red Cross is not primarily a relief organization 
(except perhaps in the case of natural disasters), but 
a service organization. It is impossible to compute 
the cost of training first aiders, giving water safety 
instruction, preparing a home conditions report for 
the military or providing blood for the military. A 
little over two thousand dollars has been budgeted 
for financial assistance and wire service for depend- 
ents of the armed forces and disabled veterans and 
their dependents. These funds are given as loans 
and grant.

Even though in World War II the 
charge was nominal and made by order of the War 
Department, the misunderstandings were many. 


WHAT IS THE RED CROSS ROLE IN CIVIL DEFENSE? 


To fulfill its commitments to the National Security 

Resources Board, the American National Red Cross 

must: 

a. Train 20 million people in First Aid. 

b. Train thousands in home nursing and as Nurse’s 
Aides. 

c. Help prepare for emergency feeding, clothing and 
shelter. 

d. Recruit millions of blood donors and process and 
store blood for civil defense and military needs. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE ABOUT IT HERE IN OUR COM- 
MUNITY? 


First Aid Instructors are being trained to teach 
classes. As soon as Home Nursing Instructors can be 
trained, classes will be given in Home Nursing. One 
visit of the Bloodmobile has been made to the com- 
munity and another is scheduled for May. The Dis- 
aster Chairman is making plans for Mass care—food, 
clothing and shelter. 


IS THERE ANYTHING I CAN DO TO HELP? 


YES. More and more volunteers, both men and 
women, are needed to meet these increased requests.
